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One new case has been accepted today. In Pennsylvania a seven
year cld male developed polio 7 days following inoculation with wvaccine
manufactured by Wyeth Laboratories. This is the first accepted Wyeth-
associated case.

In a report tocday from Montgomery County, Maryland, a polio sus-
pect who had received Wyeth vaccine was classified as "not polio." There
are no other “'yeth-associated suspects outstanding at present.

Accepted cases total 52 at 12:00 A.M. today (5-9-55). Twelve
Noon has been adopted as a regular closing time, and information of
interest received in the morning will be included in the report for that
day. A summary of today's totals follows (Table 1).
